The Vaiparaise Affair. 
By Associated Press, | 


Wasuinotox, Oct. 24,—BSecretary 
Tracy said this morning that further 
study of ‘the cipher dispatch received 
from Captain Schley of the Baltimore 
Thureday in regard to the recent as- 
sault on American sailors at Valpa- 
raiso, showed that in addition to the 
killing of one man and the serious 
wounding of six others, thirty-five 
other American seamen were arrested 
and detained by the Chilian authori- 
ties at the same time, and they were 
afterwards examined and dismissed, 
as’ there was no -proof that they had ' 
been guilty of misbehavior. This con- 
firms Captain Schley’s other state- 
ment, that the Americans were u.- 
armed, sober and well behaved at the 
time of the trouble, and also indicates 
that at least 40 men. out of the 
Baltimore’s contingent of 275 men, 
were the objects of the rage of the 
Chilian mob. It also appears now 
that up to the dateof Captain Schley’s 
report the Chilian authorities had 
taken no steps to arrest and punish 
the Chilians responsible for the affair, 
or at any rate, no Chilians were ar- 
rested or any movement of the wheels 
of justice had operat-d ia any other 
direction than against the Americans. 

The officials are thoroughly familiar 
with the government in regard to the 
Valparaiso affair. As pointed out this 
morning, it was altogether different in 
its material featare to the Ltalian affair 
at New Orleans. In the latter case 
the men assaulted were domiciled and 
were practically citizans of the United 
States, at any rate they bore no official 
relation to the Government of Italy. 
In the Valparaiso case, on the other 
hand, the men attacked were in the 
uniform of the U. 8. Government, and 
were attacked simply because they 
were Americans, The official said the 
aitack on them was a deliberateinsult 
to the American flag, and could. be 
regarded in no other way. 

Secretary Tracy had an interview 
with the President this morning in re- 
gard to the matter, but refuses posi- 
tively to say what plan of action has 
been agreed upon. It is known that 
the administration regards the situa- 
tion as most serious, and that the in- 
cident is not one that can be over- 
looked as a simple street row. While 
no other vessels have been ordered to 
proceed to Chili to enforce the denfand 
for reparation that will probably be 
made, it is likely the naval force in 
Chilean waters will be speedily re- 
inforced, unless this government re- 
ceives some assurance from the Chil- 
ian government, that proper justice 
will be meted oat to the offenders. 

Minister Egan has been advised of 
the views of the anministration, buat 
the exact nature of the message sent 
bim cannot be ascertained.
